A MEMORIAL THAT CAN WAIT 


(Norfolk Virginian-Pilot.)

Senate oBlll «-No. 23,"~'Senator ''Mor- 
gan ,R. .Mills.^..of r.Riph.ipond, patron;

rial commission of nine members, 
which shall "proceed with all reason- 
able dispatch" to cause to be erected 
in Richmond a monumental, non- 
utilitarian memorial to cost not more 
than J500.00.Q, in recognition of the 
valor.i and.'patriotism of the soldiers;

War. -For--this-purpose,the bill ap-' 
propriates half a million dollars "put 
of any moneys in the State Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated." 


Here is proposed the third commis- 
sion to be charged with this enter- 
prise; since 1920. The Legislature of- 
that year, with the fine patriotism 
and large - contempt for money char- 
acteristic of that period of headlong 
inflation, authorized the erection of a 
$2,000,000 memorial library on a lot 
furnished by the city of Richmond.

They become mature when 


about a month old, but should not be 
allowed to breed so early- 
The fecundity of guinea pigs has 


been greatly exaggerated 
The er- 
roneous idea that they breed every 
BIX weeks and common y have litters 
of 12 each has become quite preva- 
lent. As a matter of fact, many oth- 
er rodents are far more prolific. The 
period of gestation varies from 63 to 
TO days, and ordinal ily five litters 
may be expected in a year, averaging 
about three youn. each. 
Young" guinea pigs are well devel- 


oped--when born, have the eyes open 
and are fully furred. They are soon 
able to run about freely and within 
3. day or two begin to take food other 
t5an the mother's milk. When five 
or'six months old, the young females 
should be distributed to breeding 
•oeps. 
The males should be chosen 


from among animals older than the 
Wung females 
Inbreeding is not 
considered harmful unless continued 
for eight or ten generations.
